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S ure, we’re often tough on Orange County 
Register follies, but one of a handful of rea¬ 
sons to pick up the area’s largest daily news¬ 
paper each day is Teri Sforza, a senior reporter and 
member of the paper’s OC Watchdog team. 

Sforza, a 2001 UCLA MFA graduate, routinely 
gives her readers the complete package: solid, 
in-depth reporting, plus a commanding, enter¬ 
taining writing style. For several years, she has 
wowed us with details about government waste 
and entrenched corruption—such as how former 
bureaucrats or elected officials continue to receive 
massive public pensions, even after being convicted 
of using their jobs to steal or cheat the public. 

Local law-enforcement officers are always 
claiming they live in dire poverty, but the Reg 
sleuth gave us the truth: Costa Mesa cops 
can make $14,000 per month, and officers in 
Huntington Beach nearly have it as awful at a 
miserly $13,966. But our favorite Sforza moment 


happened in May, when the obnoxious, tone- 
deaf lawyers representing Trinity Broadcasting 
Network (TBN) in a civil lawsuit involving sen¬ 
sational child-sex-abuse claims singled her out 
for “unlawful news gathering.” 

The TBN legal brain trust calculated that the 
only plausible explanation for her juicy, embar¬ 
rassing reports on the case must have involved 
“stolen” court files. “Any other explanation is 
implausible,” the lawyers opined to a judge. 

“No reporter randomly checks filings unless 
tipped off.” 

But Sforza, who wrote about the confronta¬ 
tion, had a simple explanation for the woefully 
ignorant TBN boys: “Every court reporter in 
America would tell Trinity that the job does, 
indeed, include randomly checking court fil¬ 
ings. Every. Single. Day.” And we can assure you 
that Orange County could use a dozen more 
Sforzas in its journalism community.

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| f you’ve read one book on Mexican immigrants by sociolo- 
I gists, you’ve read them all. They rarely stray from a narra- 
m tive depicting the immigrants as poor victims kept down by 
a toxic mixture of gabachos, Aztecs and the Catholic Church, 
a narrative that hasn’t fundamentally changed since the Black 
Legend. And it drives Jody Agius Vallejo loca. 

“I want to change the narrative of what it is to be Mexican 
and Mexican-American in this country,” says the USC pro¬ 
fessor of sociology. “People have this idea that Mexicans are 
monolithic ally poor, but as with every other immigrant group, 
they change.” 

Vallejo has created a stir in academia with her first book, 
Barrios to Burbs: The Making of the Mexican-American Middle 
Class, which is based on a doctoral dissertation she penned as a 
graduate student at UC Irvine and is based mostly on interviews 
conducted with Orange County residents. Vallejo chose the 
topic not only because Chicano scholars have long ignored the 
subject, but also because of personal experience: Though born 
in Michigan of Italian and Maltese heritage, Vallejo (who says 
she’s u mexicana in my heart”) grew up in Placentia surrounded 
by friends and family who were middle-to-upper-class Mexi- 
can-Americans yet came from working-class backgrounds. Her 
first job was at a Latino grocery store owned by the family of a 
friend whose brother she would eventually marry. 

“It gives me an insider-outsider perspective,” says Vallejo, 
who now resides in Dana Point. “And OC is a harbinger of 
what’s going to happen to the rest of the United States.”

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W hen a cocktail recipe calls for a 
bizarre flavor of bitters, an eso¬ 
teric kind of Portuguese brandy 
or a brand of tequila unavailable outside 
Mexico, there is only one thing to do: head 
to Hi-Time Wine Cellars in Costa Mesa and 
ask for Forrest Cokely. 

Cokely describes himself as a “liquor spe¬ 
cialist,” which understates the vast amount 
of information he has at his disposal. While 
he has 130 cocktail books fighting with an 
extensive bottle collection for space in his 
apartment, he doesn’t need to refer to them 
very often; the man is a walking encyclope¬ 
dia of liquor and incredibly generous with 
his knowledge. He’s on the board of the 
Orange County Bartenders Cabinet and con¬ 
ducts liquor tastings inside the store and out. 

Rum from Mauritius, unknown wild 
agave spirits from Mexico, Tasmanian whis¬ 
key—Cokely can tell you what it tastes like, 
what it’ll taste good with and whether it’s 
worth the price. There’s not a bottle in there 
he can’t handicap. 

“Here, try this,” he says to someone about 
to buy a tequila mixto. “It’s about the same 
price and twice as good.” He hands the person 
a bottle of La Puerta Negra reposado tequila. 
While that bottle isn’t going to set any hipster 
cocktail blogs on fire, Cokely is adamant its 
appearance and lack of popularity don’t mat¬ 


ter. “If it’s good, it’s good.” He turns away to 
explain to a thirtysomething man the differ¬ 
ence between a real margarita (tequila, lime 
juice and triple sec only) and the tequila sour 
most people call a margarita; he does it kindly, 
with recommendations for the triple sec, and 
the man promises to try it “the Forrest Cokely 
way”—which is to say the correct way. 

The information he carries in his head 
accumulated when he was a musician, trav¬ 
eling and playing in different bars. Every 
chance he got, every unusual bottle he saw, 
he’d ask for a taste. His memory somehow 
manages to keep up with the overload of 
facts he absorbs. “I am obsessed with infor¬ 
mation,” Cokely admits. His love for liquor 
and a connection in the store got him started 
at Hi-Time, the place every liquor-lover 
dreams of working and the hardest job inter¬ 
view to obtain in Orange County. He kept 
tasting and storing those notes in his head, 
and eventually, he gravitated into the posi¬ 
tion he’s in now, though he admits he does a 
bit of everything, including janitorial work. 

As Hi-Time’s liquor selection grows—the 
owners are remodeling the area to make 
more room for their alcoholic juggernaut to 
expand—Cokely’s help will be needed more 
than ever; without it, the aisles will clog with 
dozens of people struck mute by a thousand 
kinds each of vodka, tequila and whiskey. 


COMMENDATIONS 

★ “I’m a vegetarian,” says Cokely, “and there are only a few places with truly 
amazing vegetarian menus.” One of those places is The Golden Truffle, the old 
standby on busy Newport Avenue. On a visit earlier this year, he ordered the five- 
course vegetarian tasting menu. “Three of those plates are the best dishes I’ve ever 
eaten,” he says, then consults his brain and rattles off a squash blossom tamal, a 
cold spring-pea soup, and vegetable carpaccio with Russian rye and homemade 
pickles.

★ Even someone with bartending skills, a huge liquor selection at his disposal and 
an imagination sometimes wants to go sit on the client side of a bar. While Cokely 
loves the food at Broadway By Amar Santana, “[Bar manager] Gabrielle Dion 

is infatuated with amari, like I am,” he says. “Cocktails, location, food and atmo¬ 
sphere, and I don’t have to make it myself.”

★ Eva's Caribbean Kitchen is a favorite of just about every South County chef, 
and Eva Madray has captured Cokely’s heart, too. “The rum selection is awesome,” 
he says, “but I love the food.

★ Farmers’ markets don’t fit well into Cokely’s busy schedule, so he buys his fresh pro¬ 
duce up the street from Hi-Time at Growers Ranch Market.

★ Cokely has never set foot in the Newport Theatre Arts Center, but he pro¬ 
fesses his love for the parkland surrounding it. “So many meals there, so much sit¬ 
ting and chatting, such an amazing view,” says Cokely. “Some of the best dates I’ve 
ever had were there with my love.”

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R achel Nguyen is an Orange County fashion 
blogger. But don’t hold that against her. 
“People think everyone here is like, 
‘Oh, my God! Let’s go buy Prada!”’ the 22-year- 
old says in a faux valley-girl voice, mimicking 
the shopping-bag-toting gals of TV shows such 
as The O.C. and Laguna Beach. “It’s so not like 
that. Orange County style is casual and very 
cool—not overdone. It’s just right.” 

On her popular site That’s Chic (www. 
thatschic.net), Nguyen chronicles her own style, 
which is edgy, vintage-inspired, androgynous 
with feminine touches and, well, so difficult to 
sum up that she’s given up on trying. “It’s like 
being in a bad relationship,” she says, wearing 
a scarf-print top, leopard skirt and ankle boots 
over white socks.

While San Pedro is adapting and revel¬ 
ling in its new found attractions such 
as the USS Iowa battleship, Crafted 
Marketplace - its continued buoyancy 
and probably most successful long term 
attraction is its restaurants. 

Why is this? San Pedro benefits from 
having been consistently overlooked and 
not invested in or developed. Sounds 
strange? While other communities like 
Long Beach, Pasadena or Santa Monica 
experienced growth and attention 
through the 1980s onward, San Pedro 
was left out of the demolition then con¬ 
struction of newer, larger 'cookie-cutter' 
chain restaurants.Secondly, its industrial 
powerhouse, the Port of LA. provided 
consistent and sustainable long term 
employment, mostly at above average 
pay rates that maintained consumer 
spending in local eateries and taverns.

All sounds a bit plodding? Well you may 
think so, but the results of this curious 
combination have been very solid and 
attractive to local resident and visitors. 
New construction is stylish, well 
designed and has setbacks and lack 
of massing that is pleasing to the eye. 
Many streets are uncluttered with over¬ 
head cables. There is a distinct absence 
of stuccoed single-story box retail. 
However, its greatest charm, to me, 
remains its restaurants. 

The San Pedro community has thirty-one 
full service, family owned and operated 
restaurants, most of them very long 
established and lovingly nurtured over 
many years. No other community that 
I can name has owner operators on 
the premises every day like Nam's Red 
Door (Vietnamese), Rafaelo's (Italian), 
Senfuku (Japanese) or the Green Onion 
(Mexican). We enjoy a Hungarian Strudel 
Bakery (Mishi's) that feels exactly like 


sitting in a cafe in Budapest. The San 
Pedro Brewing Company offering top 
notch food and award-winning ales in a 
sports-loving environment. Niko's offers 
a carefully thought out Italian menu, has 
never disappointed me once, and is prob¬ 
ably the most successful restaurant in 
town. Limani's Taverna, a thriving and fun 
Greek restaurant continues the beloved 
and successful Papadakis legacy. 

7th Street Chop House cooks and serves 
consistently good meals with delicious 
bar appetizers/cocktails. Beach City 
Grill - an unique and charming tiny 
eatery with a chef-owner who is both 
innovative and consistent. Think Cafe is 
a hidden gem, dearly beloved by locals 
who return there over and over again. 
Baramee Thai is enchanting with an 
owner who greets me personally every 
time I dine there; the food is excellent 
and so fairly priced that it is hard to see 
how they make a profit. Neal's on Fifth 
Street is again operated by a Chef/owner 
of distinction and compares well with 
Italian eateries on the 'Westside'. I could 
go on like this for pages, but you get the 
picture. 


Slightly further out from our downtown, 
gorgeous waterfront views from Ports 
o'Call Bar and Restaurant, Taxco's food 
is, (in my opinion), the best of Mexican 
cuisine in our community. Think Prime 
is where I chose to spend my birthday a 
week ago. Need I say more? (I could have 
easily gone to Beverly Hills or Culver City, 
as I always used to, but I chose a first 
class restaurant here, in town). 

Of course my own establishment, The 
Whale & Ale, gets a mention as having 
become a 17 year-old dining institution. 
But for me to start raving about San 
Pedro's English Gastro Pub would be 
rather self-serving, don't you think?

■■C she was 12, Katherine “Kat” Secor took a job in the snack bar of a 
®EIp^ paintball field that opened next door. After being “thrown into the 
wolves/’ as Secor put her first experience firing paintballs, she became so 
hooked that by 17, she convinced her parents to let her move across the 
country to play on all-female Team Destiny of Huntington Beach. 

After a four-year break to focus on her business—Exotic Tan 
(exotictanla.com), a Cerritos salon that celebrates its five-year anniversary 
in November—Secor is back as captain of Team Destiny and an ambas¬ 
sador for her sport, which she believes has the potential to become an 
Olympic event. She co-founded the nonprofit Recreational Tank Interna¬ 
tional (rti-mitank.com), which introduces the blind, the handicapped and 
returning veterans to paintball. 

Secor especially works to get more women competing. “This sport is 
98 percent male-dominated,” she observes. “But for every man I know in 
paintball, there’s a woman right there—a girlfriend or wife or mother or 
sister. There is so much opportunity for women.” She’s convinced females 
can get as hooked as she first did.

BLACK STAR CANYON FALLS 

Orange County—at least the southern part 
of it—is full of amazing hiking trails. For 
pure exertion, views and thrill of conquest, 
it’s hard to top the 5,689-foot Saddleback 
Mountain, a.k.a. Santiago Peak. Equally 


stunning view-wise but more accessible are 
the myriad trails in Laguna Canyon, some 
of which, near the Top of the World, even 
lead to hippie caves. But for sheer weird¬ 
ness, you can’t beat Black Star Canyon 
Falls. The place has long been rumored to 
be the lair of everything from Satan wor¬ 
shippers, ghostly apparitions and Ku Klux 
Klan klaverns. Now, you’re more likely to 
encounter teenagers throwing rocks in the 
bushes and screaming like banshees in an 
attempt to frighten one another or irritable 
residents who aren’t happy about the foot 
traffic.

The moderate prices do 
no injustice to the hefty portions: lamb 
shanks so tender they don’t slide right 
off the bone so much as vanish; chicken 
shawerma charred to perfection over a 
bed of basmati rice; or a tureen of creamy 
labne, a thick yogurt typically eaten with 
pita bread drizzled in olive oil. Best of all, 
however, are the regional dishes, which 
are overlooked at many Arabic restau¬ 
rants, such as the Palestinian musakhan 
(roasted chicken baked with onions, 
sumac and saffron, then topped with pine 
nuts) or the Jordanian mansaf (seasoned 
lamb cooked in a yogurt-based broth and 
served over rice).

M | anny Godinez has always been working 
I and learning. Born and raised in Acapulco, 

* Mexico, he helped his mom to make pozole 
for her restaurant starting at age 5. It would take 
days to prep the hominy kernels, but his mother 
insisted on nothing less. He learned that making 
everything from scratch was the hard but right 
way—an ethos he still holds to at the two Anepal- 
co’s restaurants he owns and operates. 

Godinez, 32, began his Orange County career in 
food at the age of 18, after moving here from Texas. 
He bussed tables at PF Chang’s in Mission Viejo, 
cooked at Splashes in Laguna Beach, and still some¬ 
how managed to also put in a few shifts at French 
75 while taking classes at Saddleback College. 

Since then, he has punched time cards at just 
about every uppity OC beach resort you can name. 
The last job he had before he set out on his own to 
open Anepalco’s was at Michael Mina’s Stonehill 
Tavern, where he worked for about five years. But 
it wasn’t just experience he gained all those years 
toiling in someone else’s kitchen. When it came 
time to open his dream restaurant, he called upon 
the friends he made at the Surf and Sand Resort 
and the Montage to be part of his team. 

He met his most important team member 13 
years ago: Amarilly, whom he would marry five 
years later. But she isn’t just his wife; she’s also 
one of the hardest workers at his restaurants. 


She tends to the front of the house, washes 
dishes, does whatever needs to be done, and 
in the off-time takes care of their 5-year-old 
daughter, whom Godinez affectionally refers to 
as his bambina. 

With the two restaurants doing well, these are 
good and happy times for Godinez and his fam¬ 
ily. But it wasn’t always like this. On the opening 
day of the original Anepalco’s in Orange, the now- 
beloved institution netted only $40. Having already 
secured a few bank loans and borrowed money 
from his mother-in-law, it was a depressing take. 
But Godinez waited and waited, and before long, 
word spread about his French/Mexican concept—a 
restaurant that went beyond what he calls “rice/ 
beans/chips” Mexican. These days, it isn’t uncom¬ 
mon for the chef/owner to serve the same custom¬ 
ers up to five times a week. 

And why not? His dishes combine the refine¬ 
ment of French cuisine with the soulfulness of 
Mexican recipes. “What is a crepe but a French 
tortilla?” Godinez muses. And why not infuse the 
beurre blanc with a serrano? 

But ask him what inspired the smoky, red-chile 
sauce he smothers on the huevos divorciados, and 
he’ll tell you it was from an enchilada he had as kid 
with his mom back at his hometown’s mercado. 

The dish he serves in its honor is one of OC’s 
best, as is Godinez himself.

While it may be more famous for its 
sandwiches, which have both the stu¬ 
dents at UC Irvine and office workers 
in University Tower wasting hours each 
day in line for lunch, the biggest reason 
it’s so successful is the bread. Slightly 
wider than a traditional baguette, Le 
Diplomate’s bread is perfect for sand¬ 
wiches (tough enough to hold together 
against the wateriest of sauces) and bal¬ 
ances crisp and crunch perfectly. While 
other, inferior Vietnamese baguettes 
might destroy the roof of your mouth in 
pursuit of crunchiness (I’m looking at 
you, Lee’s), Le Diplomate’s yields gen¬ 
tly to chewing. It’s tiptop. If you get a 
baguette fresh, buy as many as you can.

320 MAIN 

We have no shortage of great burgers in the county, as this summer’s contestants in 
the Weekly’s Game of Burgers tournament demonstrated. We somehow overlooked 
320 Main’s Bacon Burger, which would have given any of those contenders a serious 
run deep into the tournament. The coarse grind on the Wagyu beef has a toothy con¬ 
sistency, and it’s cooked carefully so the fat renders out until it’s no longer greasy but 
still juicy. That juice commingles with the red-onion jam and moistens the just-sweet- 
enough, just-eggy-enough roll. The two kinds of sweet are countered by the peppery, 
bitter arugula—the perfect foil for a rich burger devised by nature. Every restaurant has 
smoked, thick-sliced bacon, but 320 Main has Black Forest bacon; its thick, well-done 
chewiness counters the tenderness of the beef patty. The rocket that launches this 
burger into the stratosphere, however, is a $2 add-on: a sunny-side-up egg, perfectly 
fried under a lid so the white’s fully cooked while the yolk’s still oozing. The yolk binds 
the burger’s juice and fats into a perfect sauce you’ll swab with the sponge-like bun. 
When a burger flips on a switch in your carnivorous hyena brain, you’ll understand 
why we keep going back for more.

^ ^ Anai's Tangie is a blur; she’s run¬ 
ning around the SoCo Farmers’ 
Market at the OC Mart Mix on Saturday 
mornings, repositioning food trucks, 
settingup a children’s area, arbitrating 
minor disputes between vendors, and 
somehow finding the time to take new¬ 
comers on a tour of the market. 

So, too, is she a blur in the kitchen at her 
culinary collective, Picnics Kitchen in Costa 
Mesa, darting from a grill pan just about 
to burst into flames to a simmering pot of 
beans threatening to propel its lid into the 
air, then running to the back to get service 
plates. She even multitasks during prepara¬ 
tion for her Sunday-evening Farmers’ Mar¬ 
ket Feasts, drawing patrons into the large 
teaching kitchen and inviting them to peel 
back the lids (carefully, please!). 

To see Tangie work, you’d think she 
had been working for a decade in food 
service, and in a way she has, but not in 
the normal manner. Given the dreaded 
business-plan assignment in an entre¬ 
preneurship class at Orange Coast Col¬ 
lege, the emigree from Montreal refused 
to phone in the essay; she wrote up a 
proposal for a catering company called 
Special Eats OC, which focused on 
meal delivery for people such as cancer 
patients who have special dietary needs, 
and then launched the company in part¬ 
nership with a friend. 

It hasn’t always gone smoothly or lucra¬ 
tively—to pay the bills, Tangie is also an 
accomplished nanny, who bonds more or 
less instantly with children—but that entre¬ 
preneurial spark refuses to be extinguished. 

She got involved with the SoCo Farm¬ 
ers’ Market after reading about it on Face- 
book, going up to the information booth 
and offering to help with social media and 
marketing. She became so engrossed in 
the market that in practically no time at 
all, she was promoted to manager. Today, 
the SoCo Farmers’ Market is the county’s 
most serious challenger to the huge Irvine 
market, thanks mostly to its location and 
Tangie’s curation of the vendors. 

She still wanted to cook, though, so she 
found partners and took over the space that 
was Picnics Kitchen on 17th Street in Costa 
Mesa. The former gourmet shop now sells 
farmers’ market produce, contains a juice 
and elixir bar, and features Tangie’s cook¬ 
ing of the market’s offerings three times 
a week—Sunday (the “Farmers’ Market 
Feast”), Monday and Wednesday evenings. 

“My mission is to nourish people 
with food; they get so overwhelmed,” 
says Tangie. What’s next? She is focused 
on expanding the collective to include 
classes and demonstrations. “I’m dream¬ 
ing of a night market, though,” she 
says wistfully, pointing out that Orange 
County only has two evening markets, 
both on Thursdays.

BEST ACTOR 

ROBERT EDWARDS 

It’s often said that portraying a character 
with a disability is one of the easiest routes 
an actor can take to draw rave reviews. 
Whether that’s true or not, it seems that 
one of the most difficult feats is to portray a 
real, larger-than-life character whose per¬ 
sonality is engrained into the popular con¬ 
sciousness. That’s why Robert Edwards’ 
turn as the formidable Orson Welles in 
Orson’s Shadow was such a triumph. He 
lacked the body mass of the porcine Welles, 
but Edwards more than made up for that 
through his booming voice and, most 
important, a keen ability to capture the 
fascinatingly complex personality—from a 
joyfully wicked wit to a gargantuan ego—of 
this giant of stage and screen. It helped to 
make the flawed Austin Pendleton play, 
produced by the Alive Theatre at the Long 
Beach City Playhouse, a delight to observe. 

BEST ACTRESS 

JESSICA LAMPRINOS 

Under director (and OC Weekly arts 
writer) Dave Barton’s direction, every 
character in Mark Ravenhill’s wickedly 
funny pool (no water) carried his or her 
own bright torch. But the one who shined 
the brightest in this Monkey Wrench Col¬ 
lective production at South Coast Reper¬ 
tory was Lamprinos, in the lead role of a 
successful visual artist whose fame drives 
her once-close-knit friends bat-shit crazy. 
Lamprinos was mesmerizing throughout, 
but probably most so when she didn’t say 
a word. For much of the play, her char¬ 
acter was in a medically induced coma 
while being brutalized by her friends in 
the supposed interest of art. When she 
finally came to and realized the horror 
her friends had inflicted on her, her rage 
and, surprisingly, mercy were palpable. 

BEST NEW PLAT 

HOW THE WORLD BEGAN 

The world premiere of Catherine Tri- 
eschmann’s play at South Coast Repertory 
drew more attention for putting the battle 
between creationism and evolution in public 
schools under the dramaturgical lens. But, 
while filled with some juicily packaged 
polemics about the rather warped views of 
anti-science Middle America, How the World 
Began was about things personal as much as 
political. An Ivy League-educated teacher 
seeks to rebuild her life in a small Kansas 
town that’s trying to rebuild after a devastat¬ 
ing tornado. Characters reeling from trauma 
converge, and through an apparently innoc¬ 
uous remark in a science class, a firestorm 
sweeps across the town. The play ultimately 
becomes not so much about politics, but 
rather the importance of tolerance. 

Honorable mention goes to the Maver¬ 
ick Theater’s The Legend of Robin Hood; 
Nathan Makaryk’s innovative retelling cap¬ 
tured the men-in-tights style of the legend¬ 
ary tale, but was as much a metaphor on 
contemporary America as a classic fable. 
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His love of fictional ferocities feeds directly into 
his views of authentic human perils and tragedies. 
Take his series “Common Monsters/’ in which 
he painted the homeless, addicts, downtrodden 
and abused, adding third eyes, horns and stitches, 
among other defamations. “I wanted to take their 
grotesquery to a more obvious level,” he says. 
“Show how we disdain these fellow human beings 
because they’re on the fringes or because they 
have issues.” 

Religious iconography also plays a large role in 
Cross’ work—“I was inundated with the hypocrisy 
of the [Catholic] Church as a kid,” he says—and in 
December, he’ll exhibit an “I told you so” piece at 
Sacred Gallery in New York for a show celebrating 
the Mayan apocalypse. Ironically, even with these 
myriad cultural criticisms, Cross comes off as one 
of the cheeriest guys you could hope to meet, and 
though his art can tend toward the gruesome, it’s 
equal parts provocative and amusing. 

“I try to keep a comical edge and not make things 
too horrific,” he says with a laugh. “I come from 
the Charles Adams school of spooky. It’s dark and 
macabre but kind of adorable. I’m probably excising 
a lot of demons.”

B t took 35-year-old painter Jeremy Cross about 
■ four or five attempts before he was able to break 
S free of Bakersfield. 

“I ran away several times—first when I was 15,” 
the Long Beach resident says. “But it’s like a black 
vortex that keeps sucking you back in.” 

After finally escaping the dusty town more than a 
decade ago, Cross bopped around Southern Califor¬ 
nia and landed in Los Angeles, where he was picked 
up by Bill Shafer, owner of the culty-cool, under¬ 
ground, dark-art gallery Hyaena in Burbank. That’s 
when things changed for Cross, and he credits his 
relationship with Shafer and the gallery as the cata¬ 
lysts that pushed him over the edge into serious— 
and seriously macabre—art. 

Cross’ creepy creativity—which might give a few 
folks an initial spook—is the unusual result of a 
rather-typical ’80s childhood spent sketching char¬ 
acters from Transformers and GI Joe comic books. 
In his teen years, that obsession gave way to mon¬ 
sters, particularly the one Frankenstein built. “I use 
classic creatures as allegories in my work,” Cross 
says. “The sad, brokenhearted, misunderstood mon¬ 
ster that horrifies everyone. There’s a lot of pathos 
there, and it’s beautiful.”

TOPDOG/UNDERDOG 

Shitty plays generally don’t earn Pulit¬ 
zer Prizes, so it wasn’t astonishing that 
Suzan-Lori Parks’ 2002 Topdog/Underdog 
kept viewers’ attention. But this Susan 
Seret-directed piece, staged at South 
Coast Repertory, didn’t just make you 
pay notice; it grabbed you by the throat 
and forced attention. The two-person 
character study about brothers trying to 
reject—and embrace—street-level hus¬ 
tling offered a rich perspective on life 
in inner-city black America, something 
sorely lacking in our black-free county. 
But the combination of Parks’ street- 
poetry-infused writing and the dynamic 
performances of Larry Bates and Curtis 
McClarin elevated it above the topic of 
color and into the discussion of nothing 
short of the American dream, in all its 
red, white and blue illusion. 

An honorable mention for best play 
goes to the Brian Newell-directed Frost/ 
Nixon at the Maverick Theater. Newell’s 
novel staging, which incorporated live 
video alongside his stellar cast, made for a 
gripping production. 

BEST TECHNICAL 
ELEMENTS IN A PLAT 

WEST SIDE STORY AT THE 
CHANCE THEATER 

This category could just as easily be 
Best Director for Oanh Nguyen. No, he 
didn’t choreograph or light the Chance 
Theater’s gripping and sensual staging of 
West Side Story, one of the most seasoned 
chestnuts in the pantry of American the¬ 
ater, but Nguyen picked the people who 
did, and his ability to weave their terrific 
efforts into this story made for a riveting 
production. Kelly Todd’s sinewy, writh¬ 
ing choreography masterfully captured 
the bursting hormones of the young men 
and women at the center of this play’s 
timeless conflict, and lighting designer 
KC Wilkerson took full advantage of the 
LEDs (according to the program, this 
was one of the “world’s first shows in 
which LED lighting has replaced all con¬ 
ventional lighting”). This arsenal gave 
Wilkerson the opportunity to drench 
her design with textures and colors that 
eliminated unsightly flat or dark patches 
and, via technology, gave the proceedings 
a natural, realistic feel. Actors are condi¬ 
tioned to find their light, but rarely does 
that light actually strengthen and even 
comment upon their performances. 

BEST THEATRICAL 
ENSEMBLE 

JITNEY AT SOUTH 
COAST REPERTORY 

Any play featuring an actor as recogniz¬ 
able as Charlie Robinson (who played 
court clerk Mac on the long-running TV 
show Night Court) already has a strong 
lineup. Robinson’s proud, patriarchal 
Becker was the central character in 
August Wilson’s poignant, gripping play 
Jitney, set in an independent cab station 
in Pittsburgh in 1977. But the seven actors 
surrounding him more than stood their 
ground. Effortlessly directed by Ron O J 


Parson, each performer captured what 
is perhaps the most important aspect 
in staging a Wilson play: the rich sound 
of his dialogue, which reveals character 
as much as the actual words. Whether 
verbally assaulting one another or bond¬ 
ing over their uncertain futures, this was 
ensemble work at its most rhythmic. 

BEST THEATER TOWN 

FULLERTON 

Costa Mesa gets the big plays and big 
talent at South Coast Repertory and the 


Orange County Performing Arts Center, 
but when you consider the range and 
diversity of the theaters in Fullerton, 
it’s impossible to not call this town the 
Off-Broadway of Orange County. The 
county’s longest established storefront 
theater, STAGEStheatre (20 years and 
going strong) is here. The second-longest 
established storefront, the Hunger Artists, 
is here. Brian Newell’s cinematic-infused 
Maverick Theater is here. The bustling 
theater departments of Fullerton Col¬ 
lege and Cal State Fullerton are here. 

OC Weekly theater critic Joel Beers lives 
here. And if you want real-live street the¬ 
ater, just check out the douchebags and 
hootchie mamas who line the downtown 
streets every weekend.

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A t pretty much any local show he goes to, Bill Bennett 
is the tallest, quietest guy in the room. And while he 
rarely has a problem finding a good view during small 
shows, he also has a pretty good vantage point from which 
to observe the big picture of the local scene. As a longtime 
band-manager-turned-nonprofit-charity-leader, he has helped 
break more ground for OC bands than most people had CDs. 
Managing a cross section of bands aligning with folk, psych 
experimentation and ballsy rock riffs, Bennett began to stick 
out among the music community—and not just for his height. 
His early success within the music scene transitioned into a 
tailor-made (though very unexpected) new position as presi¬ 
dent of the national Sweet Relief Musicians Fund, a charity 
dedicated to aiding musicians across the country who are 
either seriously ill or unable to work. 

He was handpicked by his longtime friend and Sweet Relief 
founder Victoria Williams in 2008. Since then, Bennett has 
moved the hub of the charity to Orange County and puts on 
regular benefit shows at places such as the Lab in Costa Mesa 
that inspire new bands to get involved with local charities as 
part of their natural routine, encouraging musicians worthy of 
praise and support to give a little back to the people and mak¬ 
ing the word “humility” part of their lexicons.

E n March 2010, Sami Matar tossed and turned in bed 
I nightly for nearly two weeks, wondering whether to 
8 accept a management deal with hip-hop mogul Pharrell 
Williams. For then-26-year-old Matar, securing a career 
making music was a fulfillment of his life’s passion. So why 
was he finding it so difficult to answer his calling? 

After he graduated from Aliso Viejo High School in 
2001, a friend introduced Matar to rapper Warren G, step¬ 
brother of Dr. Dre; soon, he produced his first track for 
Xzibit. Matar’s background in and talent for classical com¬ 
position distinguished him from the rest, helping him to 
climb up the ranks in the world of hip-hop, as he produced 
songs for Nate Dogg, Snoop Dogg, Kurupt and the Black 
Eyed Peas among other chart-topping artists. In March 
2007, he retired from the scene after his best friend died in 
a car accident. The tragic event compelled Matar to soul 
search, which led him to revert to his Islamic roots. 

Matar grew up in a Muslim household, but religion 
never played a central role in his life. But then he started 
attending the mosque on Fridays, the holy day for Mus¬ 
lims. One day, his elder brother, Nour, proposed an idea 
to Matar: build the first western-based, online, Muslim 
radio station. Called One Legacy Radio, it launched in 
November 2009 from a spare room at Nour’s Irvine- 
based computer business. With extensive experience in 
audio production, Matar lends his time and energy to 
producing Islamic programs on such topics as health, 
family, civil rights and stories of Muslim converts. 

But Matar’s manager, Steve Morales, wanted him to 
return to producing tracks for the likes of Rick Ross, 
Rihanna and Kelly Rowland. And in December 2009, 
Morales offered Matar a deal to be managed by three-time 
Grammy Award winner and Billboard Magazine’s Producer 
of the Decade, Pharrell Williams. But Matar, with a new¬ 
found spirituality, declined the enticing offer. 

Though One Legacy Radio picked up steam quickly— 
with listeners tuning in from both coasts, Europe and 
Australia—a lack of funds caused the station to size down 
on its programming recently, and Matar had to find a way 
to make a living. He is now on the more halal route of 
producing music for video games, such as Star Wars and 
Splinter Cell, as well as songs for Syrian-American rap¬ 
per and friend Omar Offendum. Matar lives in Irvine and 
spends most of his time at his favorite place in Orange 
County—his studio.

Shuck Yeah! 

Leonard Chan continues his conquest of Costa Mesa’s 

OC Mart Mix with an oyster bar

L eonard Chan might be Costa Mesa’s 
youngest, most prolific restaurant 
mogul. Though I don’t know exactly 
how old he is, I’m pretty sure Chan has 
more eateries in this town than anyone 
in his age group. He began with an out¬ 
post of California Shabu Shabu in 2009. 
Earlier this year, he opened Iron Press, a 
waffle-sandwich purveyor unashamedly 
patterned after Bruxie, except with beer. 
Now he and partner Noah Blom have fol¬ 
lowed it with Shuck Oyster Bar. The lat¬ 
ter two are at the OC Mart Mix, at pres¬ 
ent our county’s most fertile cultivator of 
eclectic eateries. With those and another 
restaurant called Arc under development, 
if this hipster swap meet were Manhat¬ 
tan, Chan would be its Trump. 

Though I never introduced myself, 

I met Len, as Chan calls himself, at 
California Shabu Shabu. Easily the most 
affable server there, he’s so unassuming 
and relaxed, you’d never know he owned 
the place. It turns out he’s an ideas man 
as much as he is a benevolent dicta¬ 
tor. Shuck was conceived to answer an 
unmet need: according to the website, 
Chan and Blom were brainstorming a 
new restaurant idea one day when they 
came to agree on what OC lacked. 

“Want to open an oyster bar?” Blom 
reportedly asked Chan. 

“Uhhh, yeah!” Chan replied. 

And that was that. 

They got someone to design a cool logo, 
and soon the corner space that previ¬ 
ously hosted the Lime Truck’s short-lived 
brick-and-mortar became Chan’s third 
eatery. You can tell it’s his handiwork 
almost immediately, as Shuck shares 


characteristics similar to Chan’s previous 
ventures. If there is one common design 
philosophy among them, it’s that he likes 
to put his crew as close to the customer as 
possible. The shabu shabu restaurant, the 
waffle joint and now this all have concrete 
countertops and bar stools that are the 
preferred seats of the house. 

At Shuck, a large blackboard lists about 
four dozen oyster varietals with names as 
fun to read as they are to ask about. But 
the coveted Duxburies, Malpeques and 
Totten Inlets are no-shows right now. 
When I went, there were exactly eight 
others to choose from, their availability 
marked by a hollow shell pinned next to 
their names. Oysters here are no more 
than two days’ plucked from the water, 
stored in labeled metal vats inside a waist- 
high fridge. On two cutting boards placed 
front and center, Chan has positioned his 
shuckers. They engage their customers as 
they jam their knives into shells tucked 
under terry-cloth towels, prying them 
open while trying very hard not to stab 
their own palms in the process. To chart 
your oyster conquests, they give you a tiny 
check-off card and a pen. 

Since an oyster here—no matter the 
origin or fanciful the name—costs $3 
apiece for little more than a teaspoon’s 
worth of meat, eating enough to satisfy 
any sort of hunger will quickly become 
prohibitively expensive. The biggest 
oysters they’ve got, the Tomahawks, 
measure only about a tablespoon each, 
but they seem to come with their own, 
yellow-tinged broth sloshing about on 
shells as flat as paddles. An oyster from 
Massachusetts called Spring Creek was

the sweetest and meatiest of the three 
I slurped, while the quivering flesh of 
a Howland’s Landing cupped in a long, 
curvy shell was the most delicate, yield¬ 
ing as though it were just-set Jell-O. 

I must tell you I had to take careful 
notes and approached eating these oys¬ 
ters as an academic exercise to notice the 
nuances. For the casual consumer, a lot of 
the differences will be nominal. Because 
of this, it’s best to shun any sort of dis¬ 
traction such as the grated horseradish 
(which seems to have lost its oomph after 
sitting around too long), the mignonette 
with sliced cucumbers, and the bottled 
hot sauce from the Naked Cowboy (yes, 
named after the guy from Times Square). 
What’s important is that you won’t need 
any of them because none is Bahia Falsas, 
those dull, flavorless things Chan and 
Blom have rightfully deemed unworthy 
to join their elite shellfish ranks. 

For sure, you need to eat them with 
a virgin palate. Reserve the Cheddar- 
oozing, rustic-crusted, grilled cheese 
sandwiches for when you’ve decided you 
can’t afford to spend any more on oys¬ 
ters. Get the subtly flavored seafood stew 
over the workaday clam chowder. Then 
conclude as I did with the three-pieces- 
for-10-bucks plate of fried oysters, which 
was only worth its price because of the 
house-made ancho chile dipping sauce. 
(Forgo the $16 po’boy; it’s a lot of money 
for a sandwich with more raw Napa cab¬ 
bage than anything else.) 

If you ordered the salmon salad, 
you’ll finally put that unused mignon¬ 
ette to work. It will salvage a pile of let¬ 
tuce the staff seemed to have forgotten 
to dress. Do it discreetly, though. Chan’s 
employees are watching.

J ust admit it, Orange County: We are 
plagued by segregation—pizza segrega¬ 
tion. Not only do we have neighborhood spots 
frequented only by locals, but we also have 
mini-chains servicing swaths of the county 
that ensure we rarely leave our friendly 
confines to see how the other half folds a 
slice. Residents in Huntington Beach and 
Costa Mesa swear by Pizza D'Oro; Irvine and 
its surrounding cities favor Ameci's; Garden 
Grove goes gaga for Valentina's and its vari¬ 
ous rip-offs; South County prefers New York's 
Upper Crust Pizza and Peppino's. They are all 
successful, even good, pizzerias in their own 
right, but mention them to someone who's not 
in their delivery area, and you might as well 
ask them to locate Stanton on a map. 

But there are also those local pizzerias that 
eventually breakthrough and become county 
classics—BJs, Oggi's Pizza (which originated 
in San Diego, but now has locations in Tustin, 
Mission Viejo, Orange and Garden Grove), 
and zpizza, to name the most successful. I 
predict Pepz Pizza will break into the latter 
category. Currently, it's a North County cult 
classic, the place you call when you want a 
huge-ass order for your office or for a house 
party that is cheap, gets delivered quickly, 
and satisfies gourmets and gluttons alike. 

This is an honest pie—no thin- or thick-slice 
debate, no paeans to Neapolitan traditions 
made trendy by Mozza, but rather an expanse 
of dough slathered in marinara, buried under 
the toppings of your choice and milky cheese, 
baked a bit extra so the slices stay firm and 
the crust crunches just the slightest, delight¬ 
ful bit, and so it stands a couple of days in 
the fridge for the inevitable late-night snack 
time. They make great pasta, subs and salads 
as well, but it's the pizza that makes North 
County salivate. 

But it's more than just a family feedbag; 
there is talent in the chain's ovens. Pepz's 
Mexican Style pizza is a Santa Ana resident's 
dream, with perfectly greasy chorizo melded 
to smoky jalapenos; the Mediterranean 
Style is more accurately a Middle Eastern 
sphiha writ large, with its ample helpings of 
sojouk and peppers. And if Pepz is known at 
all outside North County, it's for its pastrami 
pizza—meat sourced from the City of Industry 
and pared alongside mustard and pickles. I 
will take credit for inventing the idea of put¬ 
ting mustard on pizza, since I've been doing 
that since elementary school, but Pepz turned 
it into an institution—the saltiness, the tangi- 
ness, the sweetness of it guarantees this tiny 
chain has a future across Orange County. In 
the meanwhile, the 57 isn't that crowded in 
the evening, San Clementians....

Pascal Olhats of Pascal Epicerie 


I t’s unfair to associate Pascal Olhats 
with only one establishment, since he 
has spent the past twentysomething 
years parlaying his name into a brand few 
restauranteurs accomplish. His flagship 
dining experience may be in the past, but 
that tradition lives on in the form of a 
brasserie, gourmet takeout locales, cater¬ 
ing and garden creperie. 

Your earliest food memory: 

I have a sweet and fond memory I shared 
with grandfather when he made me eat 
rhubarb raw from the garden when I was 7 
years old. It was both sweet and sour. I didn’t 
know you could eat both leaves and stems. 
Favorite meal growing up: 

Family pot au feu prepared by my mother. 
It is a dish of meat cooked with vegeta¬ 
bles, bone marrow and pork belly. 

Your best recent food find: 

Stevia, an herbal, natural sweetener, is 
used for some food preparation. I recently 
came across stevia plants at a gardening 
store. I grow and dry it at home, so I have 
my own natural stevia powder. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 
Fresh-ground pepper because there are 
so many varieties. A dish can change fla¬ 
vors depending on the type of pepper you 
use. There are so many kinds of flavors

and colors. At the OC Fair, I crushed some 
pink peppercorns, which were sweet and 
spicy at the same time. It added a layer of 
flavor. My food looks very simple, but I 
create layers by the preparation. 

It’s like making wine. All wine is not 
the same. Any red wine looks the same, 
but it’s just the color. You don’t know 
until you taste it that there are layers 
from the way the grape has been aged, the 
maceration of the grape, the contact with 
the skin ... It’s crazy. The winemaker 
makes them all different. 

How did Cafe Jardin come about? 

It was presented to me as a place where 
lunch was served once a week by volun¬ 
teers. The foundation approached me 
to see if I could help them serve daily 
lunch fare, along with catering weddings 
and larger parties so they could generate 
some funds for the foundation to main¬ 
tain the gardens. I came up with an idea 
to do a nice garden-style menu that uses 
some of the garden’s herbs as well. We 
also have a small prix fixe for brunch that

includes some breakfast items and some 
lunch ones. 

How was your last Silversea Culinary Cruise? 
The cruise is always a great experience. 
Not only do I meet and interact with the 
ship’s chefs, but I also always take my 
guests around to discover local food, mar¬ 
kets and restaurants. 

What fast food do you admit to eating? 
When I want to go off-track, I will go to 
In-N-Out Burger. I get a cheeseburger, 
protein-style, with extra tomatoes and 
onion, and I add my own Dijon mustard.

I’ve been focusing more on Epicerie by 
offering new dishes—for example, gluten- 
free quiches, some quinoa and some kale 
salads. Also, I’m doing more private home 
dinners and more consulting to other res¬ 
taurants in OC, as well as cooking Tradi¬ 
tion’s dishes at Brasserie Pascal. 

One food you can’t live without: 

Dark chocolate because it’s good for you, 
and it prevents me from eating other 
pastries, especially when I have a lot of 
temptation in my own business. 

Where was your most recent meal? 

In Pasadena at a restaurant called Royce. 
It’s a beautiful restaurant, and the food 
is special. One of the dishes the chef pre¬ 
pared for me was seared albacore. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

Keep it simple, use fresh ingredients and 
learn how to use leftovers. 

We noticed you have a line of coffee. 

I’m not a big coffee drinker, but I do like 
great coffee. After several tastings, I came 
up with my own bean selection and roast¬ 
ing specification that is very smooth. 

It doesn’t taste burnt, and it’s easier to 
digest, so you don’t get heartburn on a 
sensitive stomach. You can purchase it at 
Brasserie and Epicerie. 

What seasonal specialties can we expect on 
your menus? 

For fall and winter, starting in October, 
I’m going to have some sauerkraut and 
also cassoulet. 

Weirdest thing you’ve ever eaten: 

I had to try steamed veal eye when I 
worked in a restaurant in Lyon, France. 

It was a special veal meal in which they 
cooked all the parts. It tasted gelatinous, 
but knowing I was eating an eye made it 
weird. I also ate a Corsica cheese with 
crawling worms. It was good! 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 

I like to eat close to the ocean when I 
want seafood, so I like to go to either Can¬ 
nery or Balboa Bay Club. 

When you’re not in the kitchen cooking, 
what are you doing? 

I like to garden, paint or walk my dog, 

Joe Cocker. We love taking him to Hun¬ 



tington’s Dog Beach. He loves food. If he 
could sit at the dinner table, he would. 
He’s my “sous chef” at home because he 
sits below me when I cook.

Persian lounge music, Buddha Bar or 
Hotel Costes. 

Where did you grow up? What brought you 
to Orange County? 

I grew up in Normandy. I like to travel 
and ended up in OC visiting a friend.

W e have no shortage of burrito 
joints in our fair county, and 
yet one type famous in our 
neighboring county makes itself notice¬ 
ably absent here: the California burrito. 
What’s that? You’ve never heard of a 


California burrito? Let’s just say it’s not 
named that because it has a cornucopia of 
our state’s exceptional produce inside. No, 
a California burrito more closely resem¬ 
bles a he art-clogging sandwich from Pitts¬ 
burgh’s Primanti Brothers than anything 
that ever left Alice Waters’ kitchen. Take a 
burrito, and in place of rice or beans, add a 
heaping mound of extra-crisp French fries 
as your juice-absorbing starch. 

It’s a burrito DNA mutation rampant 
in San Diego, but one rarely found north 
of Camp Pendleton. Great examples of 
the genre are found at the Taco Pronto 
locations in Santa Ana and Anaheim. 
Stuffed with carne asada, fries, sour 
cream, and Jack and Cheddar cheeses, 
it’s not exactly easy on the calories. You 
want some vegetables to lighten it up? 

A dash of chopped onions and cilantro 
counts as vegetables, right? 

You know what else counts as vegeta¬ 
bles? All of Taco Pronto’s incredible house- 
made salsas. The charred vegetables in the 
salsa quemada and the fiercely spicy chile 
japonesas in the salsa roja make some of 
the best salsas anywhere.You’ll want to get 
plenty for your California burrito: Those 
French fries are thirsty little sponges.

C an we be done with the ridiculously 
hoppy West Coast IPAs now? Seriously, 
the beer man's equivalent of Rombauer 
Chardonnay (lovingly known in bartender 
circles as "cougar juice") is some hoppy 
60-, 90- or even 120-minute I PA that blows 
your taste buds apart. There are some 
great ones, but most taste like nothing and 
cause the sides of my tongue to curl under. 

Fortunately, a couple of places are 
starting to make ESB, or Extra Special (or 
Strong) Bitter. It's still a hoppy beer, but 
nicely balanced with malt; at Noble Ale 
Works, though, it stands for Evan's Special 
Bitter, named after Evan Price, the TAPS 
brewer who escaped to industrial south¬ 
east Anaheim. 

THE DRINK 

Evan's Special Bitter is a beautiful red- 
brown color, beautifully balanced, easy 
to drink and not too strong at 5.8 percent 
ABV. It has a residual sweetness and the 
trademark bitter cast (though the "bitter" 
in its name refers to the British term for 
pale ale). The head dissipates quickly (as 
you can see in the picture), but the beer

is refreshing, especially with the recent 
hot temperatures.

The Small Cafe is—yep!—a small cafe

O ne of my favorite cafes in Amster¬ 
dam is a cozy corner spot on the 
Prinsengracht called t’ Smalle 
Cafe that serves up hunks of fresh local 
goat cheese and grilled Dutch sandwiches 
called toastis. It is a great example of the 
the city’s “brown cafes”—casual, wood- 
paneled gathering spots where locals go 
to eat, drink and converse. 

In the tiny, ritzy Long Beach enclave 
of Naples, there is the SoCal equiva¬ 
lent to my favorite Dutch hangout, an 
above-average, wood-paneled diner that, 
oddly enough, is also called the Small 
Cafe. Name and dark-wood-hangout 
vibes, however, are where the similari¬ 
ties between the two restaurants end. 
Instead of serving European snack food, 
Naples’ the Small Cafe operates in the 
grand tradition of Long Beach break¬ 
fast spots with a scramble called simply 
“Hangover” and homemade cinnamon- 
roll French toast. Most mornings, the 
narrow, strip-mall storefront is full of 
white-haired locals reading the news¬ 
paper at the counter of wooden swivel 
chairs. And by afternoon, the place 
mellows out as orders for omelets and 
corned-beef hash turn into orders for 
burgers and tuna melts. 

Ordinarily, I try to make it there 
in time for breakfast, but lunch came 
after 2 p.m. recently, so I hit up the 
Small Cafe for a BYOB (Build Your 
Own Burger). Sure, I could have kept it 
simple and ordered “The Basic”—a $8.75 
burger topped with lettuce, tomato and 
pickles. Why do that, though, when, 
for $11,1 can get a custom burger with 
my choice of two cheeses and as many 
toppings as I want? This time, I loaded 
up with bacon, avocado, mushrooms 
and lettuce; it came to me wrapped in 
yellow paper, dripping with juices and

Thousand Island dressing. On the side, 

I chose the potato salad, which, though 
sometimes hit or miss, was thankfully 
spot-on this time. When done right 
(guess it depends on which prep cook 
is working), the Small Cafe’s take on 
the ultimate potluck staple—made with 
shreds of potato, minimal mayonnaise, 
bite-sized pieces of celery and chunks 
of hard-boiled eggs—is one of the bet¬ 
ter examples out there, if not the only 
memorable one in SoCal. 

Just for fun (and to counter the 
lack of heart-stopping mayo in the 
potato salad), I also got an order of 
“The Works,” a plate of hash browns 
overflowing with chili, cheese and red 
onions. Out of the kitchen, the hash 
browns are not even visible on the 
plate, but a few forkfuls in, and the 
browned hills of breakfast potatoes 
emerge, mixing with the toppings for a 
hearty Long Beach take on chili cheese 
fries. Yelpers often complain about the 
slow service at the Small Cafe—it did 
take awhile to get some menus and for 
the food to be brought out—but that’s 
the slower pace of life many of the res¬ 
taurant’s retired regulars have come to 
expect. The menu may peg it as Naples’ 
own Harbor House or Chuck’s Coffee 
Shop, but like my favorite little dive in 
Amsterdam, it’s just as the name says— 
a small cafe. From an Oct. 3 Stick a Fork 
In It post.

Hearts and Minds 

With Argo, Ben Affleck asks us to love Hollywood again

P erhaps more than any other male 
American star of his generation, 
Ben Affleck understands the nar¬ 
rative advantage of having Hollywood 
on your side. The Good Will Hunting co¬ 
screenwriter and co-star won an Oscar 
at age 25 in large part because he and 
collaborator Matt Damon, as struggling 
actors who created their own showcase, 
had the best behind-the-scenes story of 
the year (they also had Harvey Weinstein 
at the end-of-the-century first peak of his 
powers). Later, in his days as J. Lo arm 
candy and box-office poison—or so the 
story goes—Affleck bad-decisioned his 
way onto Hollywood’s bad side and felt 
the full force of the industry’s greatest 
weapon: its publicity machine. 

Affleck’s experience as both the ben¬ 
eficiary and target of that apparatus 
informs Argo, his third directorial effort. 
Set amid the 1979-1980 Iran hostage 
crisis, Argo is a “gritty” historical drama 
overwhelmed by its love of Hollywood 
as an inventor of imaginary narratives 
with real consequences, a great genera¬ 
tor of American bedtime stories whose 


magic works on suburban kids and for¬ 
eign enemies alike. 

After an Iranian Revolution for Dum¬ 
mies prologue, in which Affleck coyly 
announces his intention to explore how 
living history is reduced to iconography 
by interweaving illustrated storyboards 
with manufactured “archival” imagery, 
the movie proper begins with the Nov. 4, 
1979, attack on the U.S. embassy in Teh¬ 
ran. While 52 Americans are held hostage, 
six embassy workers manage to escape, 
ultimately hiding out at the home of 
Canadian ambassador Ken Taylor (Victor 
Garber). Two months later, when the cri¬ 
sis has not blown over, the CIA and state 
department start plotting to bring both 
sets of Americans home. With the Cana¬ 
dian-harbored “houseguests” considered 
the more delicate target—the eyes of the 
world media are trained on the embassy, 
while the Iranians are initially unaware 
that the six Americans are in hiding—CIA 
exfiltration expert Tony Mendez (Affleck) 
is brought in to review the available strat¬ 
egies. “Exfils are like abortions,” Tony 
says. “You don’t want to need one, but 


when you do, you don’t do it yourself.” 

Determined to smuggle the houseguests 
out of Iran by disguising them as a film 
crew on a location scout, Tony enlists the 
help of John Chambers (John Goodman), 
a movie makeup artist who has “done 
contract work for us in the past,” and 
Lester Siegel (Alan Arkin), an old-school 
producer Chambers pulls off the lifetime- 
achievement circuit to give the “produc¬ 
tion” credibility. (In real life, Chambers 
won an Oscar for Planet of the Apes; Siegel 
is a composite character.) Between hokey, 
wisecracks-ribbing industry idiocy, the 
trio seizes on a dusty, in-turnaround script 
for a Middle East-set Star Wars rip-off 
called Argo, taking steps to get the trade 
papers to put their narrative in print. 

(This covert op’s all-purpose catchphrase? 
“Ar, go fuck yourself.”) 

Argo lovingly remakes a fascinating 
moment in Hollywood history to its 
convenience. Star Wars, the 1977 block¬ 
buster that, Argo argues, so changed the 
world that it made Mendez’s scheme 
viable, was shot mainly in Tunisia and 
England. George Lucas and John Dykstra 


had to invent Industrial Light and Magic 
because the studios had shut down their 
own effects houses. By 1980, the Hol¬ 
lywood establishment was in the process 
of getting its groove back on the backs 
of Lucas and his fellow “film brats,” who 
had been allowed to temporarily run the 
asylum during a period of studio-system 
deterioration (represented by Affleck 
via an anachronistic shot of the once- 
decayed Hollywood Sign, which was 
actually replaced in 1978). 

The spirit of the Hollywood of the 
1970s is not just Affleck’s partial subject, 
but also his evident inspiration. The most 
telling of many references to movies of 
the era might be an almost-thrown-away 
shot of a Vietnam vet on TV declaring the 
hostage crisis has made him “mad as hell, 
like that man screaming on that movie 
program Network.” Affleck later intercuts 
an Iranian revolutionary press confer¬ 
ence with the boozy Hollywood event 
launched to sell the Argo fiction, belabor¬ 
ing their similarities as “productions,” 
the tools of media creation functioning 
as tools of warfare on both sides. Before 
they’ve launched their own media offen¬ 
sive, Chambers gestures at a TV airing 
footage of riots in Tehran streets. “You 
ever think this is all for the cameras?” 

Siegel responds, “Well, they’re getting 
the ratings.” 

Affleck’s Mendez has a Serpico beard 
and a dose of similar swagger, without 
the ambiguity. As director, he has made a 
fun, tidy entertainment that hits its beats 
a little too loudly and cleanly. With its 
walk-and-talk exposition drops and insis¬ 
tent score (drumbeat-crescendo-drum¬ 
beat as verse-chorus-verse), the movie 
moves; if anything, Affleck is concerned 
with clockwork to a fault. The script is 
full of temporal straw men, gimmicky 
turns and roadblocks designed to ratchet 
tension at regular intervals, as well as 
impossible-to-miss symbolism. The first 
post-prologue shot is of an American flag 
on fire, and in the final scene, an intact 
specimen of the same waves behind the 
hero; even as the protagonists face mortal 
danger in between, Argo is such a beauti¬ 
ful rendition of Hollywood formula that a 
happy ending never seems in doubt. It’s a 
movie about a triumph of narrative con¬ 
trol that is itself too controlled. 

The great movies of the period Argo 
depicts, even when they were period pieces, 
nailed something about the American expe¬ 
rience in the moment in which they were 
made. Argo doesn’t reflect who we are now 
as much as it argues for what Hollywood 
can be. It’s an embodiment of the kind of 
quality adult film that really shouldn’t be an 
endangered species and a love letter from 
its director and star to the industry that 
made him, briefly shunned him and—as the 
success of The Artist proved last year—loves 
nothing more than to be loved.

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P erhaps you’ve lost faith in movies 
about amusingly digressive crimi¬ 
nals. Maybe you believe it’s no 
longer possible to be pleasurably jolted 
by inventive swearing, from-no-place 
head shots and post-everything structural 
flourishes. Certainly you have no reason 
to expect blood-splattered poetry or 
throat-clearing laughter from yet another 
movie in which Los Angeles criminals 
set out to the desert for showdowns and 
the usual exploding cars. That’s all the 
more reason to savor Seven Psychopaths, 
in which Martin McDonagh the scabrous 
playwright and Martin McDonagh the 
high-end junk filmmaker at last craft a 
doozy both can brag about to their mates. 

That’s “mates” in the sense of lad- 
dish buddies, as that’s whom the movie 
is about—and much of whom it is for. 
McDonagh contrives to have his hero, an 
Irish screenwriter with the “get it?” name 
Marty (Colin Farrell), soundly dressed 
down for his inability to write women 
who aren’t just there to be murdered to 
spur the plot. That complaint is certainly 
true of Seven Psychopaths, and his joking 
about it is an old rogue’s trick: Admitting 
to rakish behavior before someone else 
can make a stink about it purchases leni¬ 
ency for future offenses.

So, yes, this is boys’ stuff. A screen¬ 
writer and his somewhat-touched actor 
bud (Sam Rockwell, in stoned-Dana 
Carvey mode) shake LA to find seven 
stories from seven psychopaths to fill 
out a screenplay Marty has named—just 
guess—but hasn’t written. A dog-napping 
Christopher Walken gets in bad with 
raging gangster Woody Harrelson and 
eventually does the one last great thing 
you can’t believe no other movie has 


ever thought to have Walken do: drop 
peyote at Joshua Tree. (Tip for your 
office’s Walken impersonator: He calls 
the drugs “howl-loose-sen-ah-gens.”) 
Tom Waits shows up, first as a sight gag, 
and then as a menacing monologuist, his 
voice box grinding like the gears of a ’72 
Imperial. There are flashbacks to absurd 
crime sprees, fabulist tales of murderers 
who might or might not make the in-film 
screenplay, a serial killer on the loose,

and more sawed-open corpses than in a 
good Fangoria. 

And there’s an air of pub-culture 
bad-boy-ism about it all, as McDonagh, 
for the first time setting his madmen in 
America, refuses to heed the local niceties 
about race or gayness. Walken’s complex 
bastard even half-apologizes for throw¬ 
ing around “fag” as a catchall insult for 
men who aren’t movie-style manly, but, 
as with the apologia about the female 
characters’ tendency to get popped, this 
feels less like an effort to satirize douchi- 
ness than one to suggest we just roll along 
with it. 

But as boys’ stuff goes, this is the best 
of it, even in the film’s less-daring first 
half, which plays as a high-stakes crime 
film whose central incident—the snatch¬ 
ing of Harrelson’s dog—is flagrantly 
meaningless. It’s dark, splattery fun, and 
then, sometimes, it’s suddenly just dark 
and splattery. At its best, McDonagh— 
whose directing is finally approaching his 
writing—pushes us into the most perverse 
of responses. I’ve never before heard an 
audience applaud a throat-slitting suicide. 

Just as that story seems to be reaching 
its climax, though, McDonagh lunges for 
something more. Marty, who has often 
expressed a desire to not write violent 
piffle about killers, sees where everything 
is going, both with his fictional script and 
with the real movie he’s caught up in. He 
vows to come up with a new ending that 
suits his burgeoning pacifism. From there, 
he and two of the movie’s other top-shelf 
male leads flee LA and attempt to avoid 
the ending we all know a movie such as 
Seven Psychopaths must have. In the des¬ 
ert, the film opens up, becoming thought¬ 
ful, expansive and funnier than ever, 
something like Pirandello or Daffy Duck’s 
Duck Amuck, but without ever smashing 
fully into addressing-the-author meta-fic- 
tion. Then there’s the biggest surprise of 
all: McDonagh still manages to pull off an 
ending that should satisfy fans of the first 
half’s gory comedy, fans of the second’s 
desert bull session, and fans of those 
toothsome, never-quite-reputable plays 
that brought McDonagh to our atten¬ 
tion in the first place. It even satisfies the 
impossible screenwriting goals Farrell’s 
Marty aspires to early in the film: violent, 
pacifist and somehow life-affirming. 

Remember the shitty crime comedies 
every Hollywood brat tried to make after 
Pulp Fiction ? It took an Irish playwright 
to get it right. See it with an audience.

No, This Is How It’s Done 

Seven Psychopaths is a great, nasty time at the movies

I n Martin McDonagh’s Seven Psychopaths, a prune-faced, 
simian-mouthed sexagenarian sits by the road in an old 
suit and brown-patterned tie while cradling a white 
bunny in his arms. This is precisely what we’ve come to 
expect of a Tom Waits entrance. Waits has long been one of 
Hollywood’s favorite sight gags: a hot blast of ciggy-smoke 
hep-cat cool to remind us of the crazy carnival of life, amen. 

“I do some acting,” he told Pitchfork in 2006. “And 
there’s a difference between T do some acting’ and ‘I’m an 
actor.’” Yet after 34 years of cameos, edge-of-frame color 
and raspy voice work (along with the odd headlining gig), 
such talk sounds insincere. Fact is, Waits has been a char¬ 
acter actor for almost as long as he has been a recording 
artist, and he has refined and mastered his roles. Behold the 
Waitsian range. 

MUSICIANS 

In the beginning, Waits was largely typecast as musicians 
such as himself in such films as Sly Stallone’s Paradise 
Alley (as the all-too-accurately named Mumbles) and One 
From the Heart (for which his score received an Oscar 
nomination). But soon, he was tabbed for music-related 
roles such as nightclub MC Irving Stark in The Cotton Club 
and and radio D Js in Jim Jarmusch’s Night On Earth and 
Down By Law. The latter still stands as one of Waits’ finer 
achievements, a chance to marshal his Cookie Monster 
growl and Quasimodo posture for character, not just quirk. 
His Zack wears wounded masculine pride as though it 
were an inside-out shirt—exposed but still armored. Defi¬ 
antly blase about his soon-to-be ex (Ellen Bar kin) flinging 
his collection of 45s out the window, he finally draws the 
line at his beloved alligator-skin boots. “Not the shoes,” he 
says, right before following them out to the gutter. 
Accessories and affects: cigarette, cocked hat, no eye 
contact, soul patch. 

BARTENDERS 

When Waits wasn’t playing a musician in the early days, 
he was stationed behind a bar, most notably in Francis 
Ford Coppola’s S.E. Hinton adaptations, The Outsiders 
and Rumble Fish. The stylized, far-superior latter film 
gave him a chance to try out what would become his 
cinematic signature: talking to himself. “Time is a very 
peculiar item,” he says to an empty room. “When you’re 
a kid, you got nothing but time. The older you get, you 
say, ‘Jesus, how much I got?’ I got 35 summers left. Think 
about it—35 summers.” 

Accessories and affects: cigarette, cravat, dishrag, 
soul patch. 

PROFESSIONAL DRUNKS 

Most of Waits’ characters could be considered lushes, but 
it’s as the committed, whiskey-for-breakfast alcoholics 
at which he has really excelled, from his heartbreaking— 
and exactingly disheveled—turn as Rudy in Ironweed (“I 
don’t need me no stone,” he says to Jack Nicholson at 
a graveyard. “Just so’s I don’t have to die alone”) to his 
improbably endearing Earl in Robert Altman’s Short Cuts. 
Although he’s a self-pitying, shitfaced good-for-nothing 
who doesn’t deserve the love of his woman (Lily Tomlin), 
Waits gives Earl enough goofily amorous charm to make 
him worth forgiving, thanks in large part to a naturally 
rangy expressiveness of voice reminiscent of his growl - 


to-falsetto singing arsenal. Of that film’s embittered, dis¬ 
loyal, vindictive men, it’s the soused and sentimental Earl 
with whom we want to ride out an earthquake. 
Accessories and affects: flask, well-worn suit, 
unkempt carrot-top curls, seemingly independently 
motivated sobs and giggles. 

ECCENTRICS 

This might seem like a catchall, but Waits plays eccentric¬ 
ity not as an attribute, but as a guiding spirit, motivating 
such disparate parts as a dead man searching for his dog 
in the afterlife (Wristcutters: A Love Story); a shifty, gum- 
chewingbachelor with an unconvincing outer-borough 
accent ( Queens Logic); a twitchy tinkerer/scientist who 
specializes in “non-lethal” weaponry ( Mystery Men); and 
a barking-mad, bug-munching, vampire acolyte ( Bram 
Stoker’s Dracula). But it’s in the long-forgotten crime 
farce Cold Feet that Waits’ weirdo jive strives most ambi¬ 
tiously for eccentric genius. Opposite Keith Carradine 
and Sally Kirkland (I heart 1989), Waits plays a bronzed, 
coiffed, driving-glove-wearing wacko named Kenny 
who performs sit-ups out of the window of a moving 
car, writes post cards to Mommy in between felonious 
schemes, and proffers Turkish figs to friend and foe alike. 
Waits is cacophonous, unintelligible and fully committed 
to his spectacularly terrible performance; this may well 
be the moment the hobbyist became a professional. 
Accessories and affects: sculptural head hair, eagerly 
deployed chest hair, soul patch, pince-nez. 

SEERS 

Waits has less than two minutes of screen time in The 
Fisher King, but his wheelchair-bound veteran effec¬ 
tively douses Terry Gilliam’s fantasy in bracing truth- 


talk. “I’m what you call kind of a moral traffic light,” 
he says with the wisdom of a man settled at rock 
bottom. Thanks to his chain-saw-chummed speaking 
voice, Waits is often asked to orate strange wisdom 
onscreen, from his bored, Beelzebubian immortal Mr. 
Nick in The Imaginarium of Doctor Parnassus to his 
dropped-from-the-sky plot contrivance of a prophet 
in Tony Scott’s Domino. Even before he appears in the 
desert, Waits’ soothsayer is preceded by a Waits music 
cue ( Bone Machine’s “Jesus Gonna Be Here”) that 
yanks away any pretense from his appearance—he’s 
just there to be Tom Waits, harbinger of cool. 
Accessories and affects: hat, cane, monotone, eye 
contact, soul patch. 

TOM WAITS 

An amalgam of all of the above, Waits’ best role has 
always been that of Tom Waits. Sift through his ’70s 
chat-show appearances and watch the shtick take 
shape: He’s an impish riddle eager both to confound 
and please. Far from a cynical put-on, Waits has 
proved an amenable, durable construct, never more 
amusing than when turned back on itself (as in Coffee 
and Cigarettes). It’s doubtful Waits will ever top his 
pseudo-candid performance on Fishing With John, the 
short-lived fishing-expedition show dreamed up by 
fellow Jarmusch alum John Lurie. Rather than pawn¬ 
ing off his persona to Hollywood, here he’s making his 
own mischief—shoving fish down his pants for easy 
laughs and improvising songs that are sorta brilliant, 
totally dumb and unmistakably Waits. 

Accessories and affects: cool, clowning, all of 
the above.

DREDD The most popular character from 
proudly pulpy British comics publisher 
2000 AD, Judge Dredd is something of a 
symbol for wise-ass irreverence among 
the relatively austere, superhero-heavy 
landscape. He's a monster who read¬ 
ers root for simply because watching 
a super-cop with no sense of human 
empathy terrorize hapless crooks is 
subversively funny. Scripted by novelist- 
turned-screenwriter Alex Garland (The 
Beach , Never Let Me Go) and directed 
by Pete Travis ( Vantage Point), Dredd is 
proudly degenerate—and it never feels 
compelled to slow down and explain 
itself. Dredd succeeds where the 1995 
Stallone vehicle failed because Travis 
and Garland don't get hung up on repli¬ 
cating the comics' broad sense of humor. 
Here, Judge Joe Dredd (Karl Urban), a 
cruel lawman whose job allows him to be 
"judge, jury, and executioner," is trapped 
in a tenement by drug-dealing sadists and 
must shoot his way out. There are numer¬ 
ous scenes of ghoulishly exaggerated 
violence, but Dredd is played straight. 

And that can be pretty funny. Still, 
scenes replicating the effect of slo-mo, a 
sense-enhancing drug peddled by slum 
lord Ma-Ma (the winning Lena Headey), 
show clearly why we root for Urban's 
more-bad-than-good guy. As bullets rip 
through flesh, and bodies fall through the 
air accompanied by sparks of light and 
tinkling glass, Travis allows us to revel in 
amoral spectacle. Yes, it's bad for you, 
but that's what makes Dredd the hero the 
comic book film needs now, most of all.

FRANKENWEENIE Ever since Mars 
Attacks!, Tim Burton has mostly been in 
the adaptation business, rendering dark 
and becurlicued Sleepy Hollows and the 
like. With Frankenweenie, he adapts his 
own work—the first animated short he 
ever produced for a major film studio, 
and the one which semi-famously got him 
fired from Disney back in '84. Working for 
"the man" generally entails a minimum 
of originality, yet—for all of his faults— 
Burton's vision is still unlike any other 
filmmaker's. In his films, introverts have 
access to bat caves, wonderlands, and 
the surprisingly comfortable interiors of 
giant peaches, all of which become the 
inner worlds of lonely people. It's remark¬ 
able that this entire sensibility sprang 
so fully formed in that original short. It's 
here, too. When his weenie dog Sparky is 
killed by a car, young Victor Frankenstein 
is inspired by his new science teacher to 
generate some impressive innovations 
in the untapped field of reanimation. 
Victor, voiced by Charlie Tahan, intends to 
submit his reassembled and electrically 
resurrected dog at his school's science 
fair, but he's actually motivated by a bro¬ 
ken heart. The dog is great. Sparky isn't a 
cartoon character as much as a behav- 
iorally accurate little canine, which is 10 
times cuter than if the script had gone in 
a Dreamworks Animation direction, with, 
like, Ben Stiller voicing the dog, and then 
a song by Smash Mouth; the script by 
Lenny Ripps from Burton's original story, 
is tight and brief, hitting all the marks 
you'd expect from an animated kid's film, 
and it's all enlivened by Burton's visual 
style. The man should make more small 
movies like this one. (PG) Chris Packham. 
Countywide. 

HOTEL TRANSYLVANIA Speaking in a 
Transylvanian accent with a touch of 
Borscht Belt, this latest Count Dracula 
has sworn off human blood, desires 
nothing more than a spot hidden away 
from ever-ready-to-mob villagers, and 


his baby-voiced, Weekend Update croon 
IDs no one less than Adam Sandler as 
the Voice Of. That count breaks ground 
on Hotel Transylvania, a haven for the 
entire monster squad of Universal Studios 
contract players; a century later, we 
find his rooms booked by Wolf Man and 
family, Frankenstein and Bride, and so 
on. Hotel Transylvania is, in brief, a tract 
against parochial xenophobia, the count's 
getaway a catchall filling in for gated 
community, ethnic ghetto, or hick back¬ 
water. The idea that insular communities 
might have any intrinsic value does not 
enter into Hotel Transylvania's script, 
content as it is to endorse the great pop 
monoculture, for which Instagram tourist 
Jonathan (Andy Samberg) is the mission¬ 
ary, pushing aside zombie Beethoven to 
take over as Dracula's daughter's birthday 
entertainment. Still, Hotel Transylvania 
succeeds as entertainment. The screen¬ 
play is credited to Peter Baynham and 
Robert Smigel—though who can remem¬ 
ber who contributed what during the 
film's six-director gestation—and merci¬ 
fully voids the bodily function jokes early 
on, making room for steady one-liners 
and clever sight gags, many relying on in- 
depth 3-D composition. Given its confus¬ 
ing provenance, the coherent visual iden¬ 
tity of the final Hotel Transylvania must in 
large part be thanks to the contribution of 
director number six, Genndy Tartakovsky, 
making his feature-film debut. The com¬ 
puter animation is clean, graphic, and 
almost hieroglyphic, and able to be read, 
understood, and enjoyed in a moment. 
(PG) Nick Pinkerton. Countywide. 

HOUSE ATTHE END OFTHE STREET A 
proficient suburban thriller that distributor 
Rogue has left to sell itself through the 
inducement of Hunger Games' Jennifer 
Lawrence's presence, House at the End 
of the Street has at its center the almost- 
universal experience of teenage morti¬ 


fication at one's family. New kid Elissa 
(Lawrence), for example, is appalled at 
the behavior of her mother (Elisabeth 
Shue) when they have cute-but-misun- 
derstood neighbor Ryan (Max Thieriot) 
over for dinner. But mom's red wine 
intake rather pales in comparison to local 
black sheep Ryan's own complicated 
home life—unknown to everyone, he's 
secretly sheltering the presumed-dead 
brain-damaged sister who killed their 
parents in a sub-basement cell in the 
fatal house, a fact that doesn't qualify as 
a spoiler, as it's hardly the movie's most 
shocking revelation. Yes, Ryan, played by 
Thieriot with a reticence than might be 
construed as thoughtful reservation or 
bridled sociopathy, is what you could call 
a fixer-upper—but he's still an improve¬ 
ment on the small-minded chauvinists at 
Elissa's high school, so the risk seems like 
one worth taking. Working from a story 
by all-around genre specialist Jonathan 
Mostow, director MarkTonderai steers 
the story cleanly around its queasy hair¬ 
pin turns, perversely toying with one of 
pop cinema's most cherished cliches: the 
audience's inculcated desire to side with 
the underdog. (PG-13) Nick Pinkerton. 
Countywide. 

LOOPER Early on in Rian Johnson's time- 
travel thriller Looper, Joe (Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt) sits at a diner and chats with his 
self from 30 years in the future (Bruce 
Willis). When the younger Joe asks the 
older one about the specifics of temporal 
displacement, the latter dismisses the 
question, telling his interlocutor what a 
waste of time it would be to sit there all 
day drawing "diagrams with straws." 
Johnson would agree. A mind-fuck movie 
less interested in geeking out on the 
details of time travel than in investigating 
the moral implications of a charged situ¬ 
ation grounded in character, Looper no 
sooner lays out the ground of its setup (in 


almost didactically precise voiceovers) 
than it turns its characters loose to make 
their own life-altering choices. Johnson's 
borrowings are obvious, whether in the 
plotting (recent sci-fi mind-fuckers like 
Primer and Timecrimes vie with elements 
of noir and Bad Seed- style bad toddler 
behavior), the settings (the dystopian city 
of the future is drawn from countless cin¬ 
ematic models), or specific touches (the 
hired thugs in 2072 dress like spaghetti 
western bandits). But Looper nonetheless 
satisfies wholly on the level of dramatic 
necessity. Thrilling in its deft juggling of 
complex narrative elements, utterly clear 
in its presentation and unfolding with what 
feels like serious moral purpose, Looper 
favors the human scale over abstract 
philosophizing or meta-cinematic frippery. 
For Johnson, the inveterate pasticheur, it 
qualifies as a significant step forward. (R) 
Andrew Schenker. Countywide. 

THE POSSESSION Demonic exorcism is 
given a perfunctory Jewish twist in The 
Possession, which delivers second-rate 
horror cliches unbefitting the imprimatur 
of producer Sam Raimi. Supposedly 
based on a true story, Ole Bornedal's 
film finds malevolence in a hingeless, 
Hebrew-inscribed box purchased by 
recent divorce Clyde (Jeffrey Dean 
Morgan) for younger daughter Em 
(Natasha Calis) at a tag sale. The trauma 
of parent separation on young children 
provides excellent cover for the box's 
evil dybbuk spirit to get its hooks into Em, 
who's soon scarfing down food for two 
and spying fingers trying to crawl out of 
her throat. Bornedal's fondness for punc¬ 
tuating abrupt cuts to black with a solitary 
piano-key note is so pathological that it 
soon turns risible. Amid the usual scary- 
voiced, eyes-rolling-into-heads mayhem, 
the director does manage a few haunting 
images—Em encircled by a swarm of 
giant moths; the sight of the young girl, 


arms outstretched while bathed in red 
light, robotically pleading "Daddy, you 
scared me"—and an excellent Morgan 
exudes a shaggy, protective-papa 
'70s-horrorvibe. Ultimately, however, 
the film's sole unique contribution to the 
genre is proving that unholy possession 
can be conclusively diagnosed via MRI. 
(PG-13) NickSchager. Countywide.

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Orpheus In Wacky land 

South Coast Rep stages a take on the Greek myth of Eurydice, filled with pathos and talking stones

G ophers apparently attacked the 
early drafts of Sarah Ruhl’s 2003 
play, Eurydice, for there are 
enough holes in the script to keep Carl 
Spackler busy for weeks. 

Yet, even though we know very little 
about her characters, the two worlds that 
inhabit her play, or why the lord of the 
underworld rides a tricycle and walks on 
20-foot stilts, it still works. In her bizarre 
melange of Alice In Wonderland and 
Greek myth, the surreal and imagina¬ 
tive win out. You may be hard-pressed 
to explain what happens in Eurydice 
after watching it, but you will realize this 
quirky, creative play, even with its inten¬ 
tional silliness and opaque happenings, 
reverberates on powerful emotional levels. 

Call it a modern-day fairy tale (with all 
the fanciful imagination and dark hues of 
any decent tale) with roots in one of the 
oldest stories known to western civiliza¬ 
tion: the ancient myth of Eurydice. If 
there is a template for star-crossed lov¬ 
ers, it’s this tale of Orpheus, the brilliant 
musician, and his paramour, Eurydice. 

On their wedding day, Eurydice, pursued 
by a lust-crazed suitor, wanders into a pit 
of vipers. She dies, but Orpheus is deter¬ 
mined to find her in the underworld and 
bring her home. He ventures to Hades, 
and not even that realm’s ruler can resist 


his musical allure. He springs his love, 
but, warned to not look at her before she 
exits the underworld, he turns too soon, 
condemning her to a second death. 

Most of that happens in Ruhl’s play. 

But this time, the lusty stalker is A Nasty 
Interesting Man (that’s what he’s called in 
the program) who has intercepted a letter 
from Hades written to Eurydice (a sweetly 
captivating and confused Carmela Corbett) 
from her long-dead father. Nasty dude (a 
deliciously creepy Tim Cummings) lures 
Eurydice to his high-rise apartment, pro¬ 
fesses his love to her, then chases her out of 
the room, where she trips down a flight of 
stairs, dying. 

We now switch to Hades, a place where 
stones talk, rain falls in moving elevators 
and most inhabitants have forgotten their 
previous lives. The notable exception is 
Eurydice’s father (a compelling Timothy 
Landfield), who battles valiantly to remind 
his daughter of her life among the living. 
Orpheus (an underutilized Alex Knox), 
meanwhile, figures out a way to get to 
Hades (through finding one perfect note, 
and then channeling himself there through 
a straw. Really). For whatever reason, the 
Lord of the Underworld, also played by 
Cummings, allows Eurydice to leave, but 
the same tragic consequences ensue. 

This is, of course, a highly abridged 


summary of a play that includes the ruler 
of Hades wearing a propeller cap and 
peddling on a tricycle; a chorus of three 
stones; a dead father dressed in a busi¬ 
ness suit constantly checking his watch; 
letters delivered via worms; tutorials on 
the meaning of words such as ostracize, 
peripatetic and defunct; and water, water 
everywhere, but not a drop to drink. 

It’s a lot to wrap one’s head around, 
and the best course of action is to check 
your reason at the door and just experi¬ 
ence Ruhl’s frenetic imagination at work. 
That imagination is given a masterful 
production courtesy of director Marc 
Masterston and his designers. The video 
projections and old-school, dripping-oil- 
lamp effect on half of the back wall adds 
to the ethereal sense of Ruhl’s already- 
otherworldly play. And the presence of 
the three talking stones (all we see are 
their heads bathed in emerald light) fur¬ 
ther reinforces the sense we have plunged 
through one hell of a weird looking glass. 

But it’s also incredibly sad. Hell, we’re 
talking about dead people in the under¬ 
world, and though its inhabitants are not 
bathed in a lake of eternal fire or being anal- 
raped by demons, it’s no picnic. With the 
exception of Eurydice’s father, who appar¬ 
ently has some type of work detail, every¬ 
one just kind of sits around in this version 


of existence after life, doing nothing. 

If the play were any longer than its 75 
minutes, it could get frustrating, especially 
since even though it’s called Eurydice, the 
most important character seems to be her 
father. And it’s his story—from the grief he 
feels at not attending his daughter’s wed¬ 
ding to his elation at their reunion in the 
underworld and subsequent devastation 
when he sees her apparently depart—that 
is the most compelling part of Ruhl’s play. 
That lends an aching emotional dimen¬ 
sion to a play that, for the most part, 
seems content to traffic on a demented 
carnival’s boardwalk. 

If Eurydice is about anything other than 
an imagination given free rein to let loose, 
it’s about loss—dealing with it, letting it go, 
making the choice to either mire in grief or 
realize that life is about living. That’s not 
exactly unfamiliar territory for writers to 
tread; just look at the source tale for this 
21st-century play. But rarely is it traversed 
in such eerie, fantastic fashion. 

But, really, what’s up with the 
talking stones?

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Rappers of the Round Table 

The OC-bred rappers of Sound Asylum are creating a hub for a new West Coast hip-hop scene

A t sundown, Aliso Black and his 
crew meet at a dim back patio at 
Classic Q’s in Newport Beach. 
Squeezed around a tiny cocktail island, 
the five full-grown men hardly resemble 
nobility as they huddle over spirits and 
ashtrays of smoldering cigarette butts. 
Playful arguments and liquor-soaked 
enthusiasm fill the air as they discuss 
Sound Asylum, their new quarterly event 
at Detroit Bar. Meanwhile, clusters of 
starched, off-duty businessmen shake 
their heads and migrate inside to watch 
high-definition sports in peace. Realizing 
they’re completely alone, Santa Ana rap¬ 
per Kevin Parx has something to get off 
his chest. 

“Sound Asylum will never be about sta¬ 
tus,” he says. “As rappers out here, we’re 
all getting fucked over. Because of where 
we’re from and where we represent, we 
gotta fight harder—not just a little bit 
harder, but a lot harder.” 

Right now, their battle centers on the 
party that Aliso (born Aaron Williams) 
and fellow MC/business partner Suvivo 
(a.k.a. Demetrius Rachel) have dreamed 
about since November 2011. The mission 
was simple: deliver an ego-free, hip- 
hop club night that doubles as a curated 
showcase of four rotating, OC-bred MCs. 
Outsiders from LA or elsewhere need 
not apply. 

Finally kicking things off this past July, 
the first Sound Asylum attracted a near¬ 
capacity crowd of boom bap fans in mini¬ 
mal clothing, sweat rolling down their 
faces and their hands in the air. 

Aliso, a prolific South County rapper 
repping Aliso Viejo (hence the moniker), 
says OC’s dire need for a hip-hop epicen¬ 
ter inspired him and Suvivo to start an 
event with a “for-us, by-us” mentality. 

“I don’t need to go nowhere else. 

I could bring everything here—the 
cameras, the fucking press, whatever— 
because we’re so live,” he says, his voice 
booming with preacher passion. “We’re 
so nasty. And we’ve barely even started.” 


Inspired by the historical impact of 
Abstract Workshop and such renowned 
LA club nights as Boom Box and the Do- 
Over, Aliso parlayed his credibility as a 
resident MC for promoters such as Club 
Mercy (who works with Detroit Bar) into 
negotiating a slot for this new pet project 
at the Costa Mesa venue. He used his gig 
as host of Sound Science, a monthly DJ 
staple at the Crosby, to tap influential 
crate diggers including Salam Wreck, 
who’s spun for artists like D J Quik, Obie 
Trice and Tha Dogg Pound. 

Instead of being focused on rapping, 
the night has to be about creating a party 
vibe that makes his prized MCs the cher¬ 
ries on top. 

“No one wants to sit there watching 
nine fuckin’ rappers,” he says. “I’m bring¬ 
ing four of the best. We’re getting people 
in so they can drink and dance. They 
don’t even know they’re getting blessed 
with a dope performance.” 

Aliso’s dream team for the second 


installment includes himself, Kadillak 
Kaz, C4mula, Kevin Parx, and guest 
hosts Big Till and rapper Ashley Domi¬ 
nique. These lyrical mercenaries are all 
accomplished, battle-tested wordsmiths 
in their own right. Gathered at the 
table, they represent multiple genera¬ 
tions of OC hip-hop. Kaz, whose gritty, 
tongue-lashing delivery comes direct 
from the streets of Santa Ana, says that 
what they’re doing pays homage to ‘80s 
OC hip-hop legends such as H.B.O. and 
KMC Kru. 

“We represent a small portion of what 
we call the New West,” he says. “There 
are a lot of people out here doing their 
thing. And there’s a history to it.” 

Though these artists have either known 
of one another or worked together in 
some fashion, building hype to promote 
this month’s event brought them closer 
in ways they never would’ve expected. 

On a recent morning, Aliso and Kadillak 
hopped into Kadillak’s red Nissan sedan 


and slapped fliers on every liquor-store 
window, hair salon and telephone pole 
in central OC. It’s that kind of old-school 
bonding that Aliso believes will bring 
solidarity among local MCs chosen to 
represent the round table.

Nah, fuck that,” he says. “Y’all are com¬ 
ing out to the bar, we’re getting a beer, 
we’ve having a barbecue. If you’re with 
Sound Asylum and your date is coming 
up, you’re gonna see these other three 
fuckin’ MCs and sit with them before 
the show.”

Weedeater get 
high on a mix 
of humor and 
heaviness

B efore playing sets nowadays, 
Wilmington, North Carolina, 
sludge-metal trio Weedeater hit 
the stage to one of a handful of songs. 

Two of their 1970s-born, distinctly non- 
metal intro choices: Quincy Jones’ funky, 
brassy theme to the sitcom Sanford and 
Son and Jim Henson and Sam Pottle’s 
opening tune for The Muppet Show. But 
it’s not as though Weedeater picked these 
TV themes for meaningless giggles. Ask 
bassist/vocalist Dave “Dixie” Collins why 
and he has quips at the ready 

“Since all of our gear looks like a big 
pile of junk, I figured we’d come out to 
the Sanford and Son theme,” he says. As 
for the second song? A snippet of The 
Muppet Show contains the lyrics “Why do 
we always come here?/I guess we’ll never 
know/It’s like a kind of torture/To have to 
watch the show.” 

Tongue-in-cheek touches such as 
these are as important a part of the 
Weedeater vibe as the band’s rugged, 
distortion-dipped riffs and generally 
intimidating sound. Their record titles 
offer more evidence of their sense of 
humor. Their 2001 debut,... And Justice 
for Y’all, cracks wise on a Metallica clas¬ 
sic, as well as their southern-rock-tinted 
sound and southern roots alike (Collins’ 
accent glows in conversation). The puns 
in both 2007’s God Luck and Good Speed 
and 2011’s Jason .. .the Dragon play up 
the group’s affinity for the use of illegal 
substances. ( Sixteen Tons from 2002 
sadly lacks in the wordplay department.) 
Jason features tracks about taking a shit 
(“The Great Unfurling,” whose dramatic 
narration could easily be mistaken as 
a voice-over for a swords-and-crowns 
miniseries); the resulting crap (“Ham- 
merhandle”); a giant, man-like raccoon 
(“Mancoon”); and whatever a “Turkey 
Warlock” is supposed to be. 

None of this is to imply Weedeater are 


fundamentally a joke band. That comedy 
juxtaposes meaty, unabashedly aggres¬ 
sive music that owes debts to Black Sab¬ 
bath, the Accused, Blue Cheer, Lynyrd 
Skynyrd and other such rock bands who 
generally stick/stuck to their lane. Col¬ 
lins once described his act’s style as “cave 
metal” and still supports a loud, hard 
ideal. “I don’t know what the percent¬ 
age would be, but not everybody that 
goes to the shows can play music,” he 
says. “When you play a million notes in a 
row and some crazy scale, it goes over a 
lot of peoples’ heads, and I’d just rather 
hit ’em square in the forehead or in the 
balls.” That said, Weedeater are grow¬ 
ing increasingly interested in perform¬ 
ing small experiments, too: Jason sports 
the bluesy, pensive “Palms of Opium”; 
the sneaky drum workout “March of the 
Bipolar Bear”; and the bluegrassy, banjo- 
based “Whiskey Creek.” 

Considering all the destruction, anger 
and violence that constantly saturate 
metal of all flavors, Weedeater’s half- 
lighthearted sensibility infuses them with 
real personality and self-awareness. Have 
they experienced any hostility from more 
somber metal bands who think they aren’t 
taking the genre seriously enough? “I 
don’t know. I’m sure there are people who 
probably think we’re a joke or too much of 
a joke, but they can fuck off. If they don’t 
get the sense of humor, it’s fine. It doesn’t 
matter to me,” Collins says. “Simple fact 
of the matter is we didn’t have a name for 
our band, and my dog ate my weed, and 
that’s the name for the band right there. 
Really, it’s not rocket science or anything. 

I don’t see why people try to act like it is.”

lines such as "Won't get no sleep till I'm 
passed out on the floor" tend to go over 
pretty well. 

The band's moniker comes from the 
1947 John Wayne film of the same name, 
in which the Duke plays notorious duel¬ 
ing gunman Quirt Evans, who collapses in 
the remote backcountry while on the lam 
and is nursed back to fighting form by a 
sweet Quaker girl. It's this type of good-evil 
dichotomy that Coulter and Mishler played 
up during their first gigs as a guitar duo. 

"We liked that we could play off the 
whole 'Which one is the angel, and which 
one is the bad man?'" Coulter says. "We 
liked the idea that all of us have both inside 
of us, to some extent.... John Wayne is an 
outlaw who gets his life turned around by a 
woman who ends up saving him, and that's 
something we can relate to, especially with 
Zach's recent marriage." 

For the band's first couple years, they 
were just a guitar duo—a dynamic that 
worked well right off the bat, Coulter says. 

"It started as sort of just a jam between 
Zach and me. We were showing each other 
some songs we had written and talking 
about ideas.... Everything happened so 
easily and naturally," he says. "Our voices 
meshed well, so we ran with it. We played 
an open-mic night to see if it was interest¬ 
ing to people, and it was. So, we started 
writing songs together." 

To fill out their sound, the duo recruited a 
pair of Musicians Institute grads: Willy Ble- 
sener on upright bass and backing vocals, 
and Ryan Morales on drums. And they 
enlisted fellow church pal David Sorenson 
to play banjo. Now they have hard-hitting 
jams to accompany their narratives. 

While there currently isn't a set-in- 
stone release date for their debut EP, 
Coulter indicates it'll be out "real soon." 
Until then, there are plenty of opportuni¬ 
ties to catch these guys at a hard-drinkin' 
dive near you.

T hey call the sound "outlaw country." It 
comes off like a modern take on clas¬ 
sic Hank Williams and Johnny Cash played 
by tattoo-sleeved graduates of punk and 
hardcore bands—cranked-up tempo, gritty, 
soaked in cheap beer. 

It's not exactly the kind of sound you'd 
expect from two guys who met a few years 
ago at church and decided to start a band. 
Of course, when it comes to reflecting on 
the consequences of sinning, who better to 
sing about it than a pair of religious types? 
Meet Alex Coulter and Zach Mishler, the 
guitar-plucking front men of Angel and 
the Badman. They pen songs about hard 
drinkin' ("Blackout"), giving up hard drinkin' 
("15 Days"), robbing banks ("The Rob¬ 
bery"), chasing the wrong women ("Tat¬ 
tooed Woman") and, for good measure, 
redemption ("Better Man"). 

"A lot of our songs are about our vices 
and things we struggle with," Coulter 
says. "We have a fair amount of songs 
that aren't based on vices, though, such as 
'Homeward Bound,' which is about being 
stuck at sea and missing your loved one 
back home.... However, most of our songs 
are about drinking." 

There's nothing wrong with drinking 
songs, especially for a band who play 
regular gigs at some of OC's classic juke- 
joint dives: 2J's Lounge in Fullerton and 
2nd Floor in Huntington Beach. In places 
such as these, aggressively strummed 
cowboy chords, tobacco spit and slurred

I recently discovered that my boyfriend of seven 
months and I have opposing viewpoints on the 
whole "life begins at conception" issue. He's not 
a crazy zealot, but he is strongly against abor¬ 
tion. And while he won't go as far as to say abor¬ 
tion should be banned, he does believe in the 
whole "personhood" concept, i.e., that a fetus— 
from the moment of conception—is a person 
with the same rights as any other person.This 
shocked me, and I almost broke up with him. 

He says that disagreeing on issues is fine in a 
relationship, but I am not so sure. I find his posi¬ 
tion abhorrent, one that ignores hundreds of 
real-life factors, and it opens the door for a litany 
of laws regulating my body. He's a sweet, loving 
guy and progressive in every other way. But I'm 
suddenly unsure about a relationship I viewed 
as totally solid just a few days ago. I'm not sure 
if this should be a deal breaker, or if this is just a 
disagreement. Please advise. 

Love Is Finding Errors 

Your boyfriend won’t go as far as to say abor¬ 
tion should be banned... or maybe he saw 
the shocked look on your face and realized 
that going as far as to say to you that abortion 
should be banned would be a big mistake. 

Here’s a good way to find out if your boy¬ 
friend is serious about not wanting to impose 
his personal beliefs on others or whether he’s 
an anti-choice zealot: Tell him you’re pregnant. 

Some men blithely assume anti-choice 
positions because “personhood” and other 
anti-choice arguments appeal to them in the 
abstract, and hey, it’s not as though their bodies 
or futures are on the line, right? Most anti- 
choice-in-the-abstract men come to a very 
different conclusion about the importance 
of access to safe and legal abortion when an 
unplanned pregnancy impacts them directly. 

So tell your boyfriend you’re pregnant. You 
can present it as a thought experiment if you 
prefer, but I think you should flat-out lie to 
him. Then, once the news sinks in, ask him 
if he’s ready to provide financial support for 
a child and/or make regular, monthly child- 
support payments directly to you. Ask him 
if he’s ready for the responsibilities (and the 
grind) of full- or even part-time parenting. Ask 
him if he knows you well enough—just seven 
short months into this relationship—to make 
the kind of lifetime commitment that scram¬ 
bling your DNA together entails. Because even 
if you don’t get married, even if you don’t live 
together and raise this child together, you two 
will be stuck with each other for the rest of 
your lives if you have the baby. 

I’m guessing his answers will be “no, no and 
no” and he’ll offer to drive you to the nearest 
abortion clinic himself. 

As for whether you should date someone 
who is anti-choice, well, women have to be in 
control of their own bodies—and when and 
whether they reproduce—in order to be truly 
equal. I don’t think I could date someone who 
didn’t see me as his equal or who believed the 
state should regulate my sexual or reproduc¬ 
tive choices. So, yeah, this shit would be a deal 
breaker for me, if I had a vagina. 

Actually, this issue is a deal breaker for me, 
even though I don’t have a vagina. I wouldn’t 
date a gay dude who was anti-choice. Any 
gay man who can’t see the connection 
between a woman’s right to have children 
when she chooses and his right to love and 
marry the person he chooses is an idiot. And 
I don’t date idiots. 

If your hypothetical pregnancy doesn’t 
shock your boyfriend out of his idiocy, you’ll 
have to ask yourself if you can continue dat¬ 
ing this idiot. 

And speaking of abortion... 

Researchers at Washington University in St. 


»DAN SAVAGE 


Louis released the results of a massive study- 
more than 9,000 women participated—on the 
effects of making birth control more widely 
available. And how did they make birth control 
more widely available? They gave it away for 
free. And it turns out that making birth control 
available to women at no cost, which is what 
the president is trying to do, reduced the teen 
birth rate by more than 80 percent (from 34.3 
births per 1,000 teens on average to 6.3 births 
per 1,000 for teens enrolled in the study), and it 
reduced the number of abortions by 62 percent 
to 78 percent (from 19.6 abortions per 1,000 
women on average to 4.4 to 7.5 abortions per 
1,000 women enrolled in the study). 

A person can’t call himself pro-life and 
oppose access to birth control (or Obamacare!). 
If you do oppose access to birth control—or you 
oppose Obamacare because it expands access 
to birth control—you’re not really pro-life. 
You’re just anti-sex. 

I found porn on my kid's computer, and I talked 
to him about being careful about spyware, the 
difference between actual intimacy and objec¬ 
tification, and that kind of thing. I don't have 
a problem with a 15-year-old boy looking at 
porn—so long as he's discreet and doesn't do it 
to excess. But what my kid was looking at was 
standard stuff, i.e., garden-variety M/F porn and 
a touch of M/M porn. But a friend found a stash 
of really kinky violence-against-women stuff on 
her kid's computer. I'm thinking a parent can't 
let that go as easily. She's about to confront her 
kid. I don't think you can help her with what to 
say, since she'll already have said something, 
but what would you have advised her to say? 

My Friend's Kinky Son 

You meet two kinds of people at kink events and 
in kink spaces: people who’ve always known 
they were kinky—people who were jerking off 
to kinky fantasies and/or porn long before they 
were 15—and people who got into kink after 
falling in love with someone who was kinky. 
Your friend’s son sounds like one of the former. 

It’s important for your friend to bear in 
mind that her son, if he is indeed kinky, sought 
out kinky porn. Kinky porn didn’t make him 
kinky. And being shamed by his mother for his 
porn preferences—or his kinks—isn’t going to 
unmake his kinks. 

That said, your friend should talk with her 
son about the difference between porn and 
real sex—kinky or vanilla—and the difference 
between erotic power exchange and violence. 
She should also talk to him about safety and 
misogyny, and she should encourage him to be 
thoughtful about his sexuality. Most important, 
she should emphasize the importance of mean¬ 
ingful and informed CONSENT. 

Your friend’s son isn’t going to want to dia¬ 
logue with his mom about his porn stash or his 
kinks, so she should go in prepared to mono¬ 
logue at him. 

Finally, there’s a chance your friend’s son 
isn’t kinky and was just looking for the most 
appalling shit he could find on the Internet. 
Mom should acknowledge that as a possibil¬ 
ity, and her son, even if he is kinky, is likely 
to seize on that excuse. If he does claim he 
was just looking for shocking video clips, she 
should say, “I believe you. But there’s a small 
chance that you’re saying that because you 
think it’s what I want to hear. So I’m going to 
say everything I wanted to say about safety, 
misogyny and consent, just in case. And all of 
it applies to vanilla sex, too.”
